The  jury  awarded  a net  judgment  to  the  Joint 
Venture,  and  the  trial  court  entered  judgment  (including  costs)  against  the  City  in  the  amount  of 
$4,874,200.16.  Cross-appeals  were  filed  by  both  the  Joint  Venture  and  the  City.  The  material  terms 
of  this  settlement  are;  1)  The  City  will  pay  a total  of  $4,973, 143.27  to  the  Joint  Venture  for  the 
judgment  and  interest  on  the  judgment;  and  2)  The  City  will  pay  $950,000  to  settle  all  remaining 
issues,  including  the  Joint  Venture's  claim  for  attorney's  fees.
